About half the members of 
the 37 member Lake County 
Board of Supervisors will be 
up for re-election in the 
township elections on Tues- 
day and there are some who 
are in deep trouble. 

Some, like Antioch Super- 
visor Lloyd Murrie; are un- 
opposed and are assured of 
returning to the board, but- 
others are faced with stiff op- 
position from ambitious- can- 
didates and from an -elector, 
ate that is. beginning to gel 
interested in the doings of 
the county administrative" 
board. 

The new county adminis- 
tration building is one major 
source of voter disenchant- 
ment" because of the numer- 
ous costly delays and. the 
g r a nd jury investigation 
which is trying to determine 
why there are no courtroom 
in the "court house." 

Voters are' gradually be- 
coming aware that promises 
by board members that new 
taxes would not be levied to 
build a new courthouse have 
been broken by the super- 
visors. 

Given lime the supervisors 
might be able to explain why 
taxes to pay off the bonds 
are being collected instead 
of abated, but the voters may 
not be listening that closely. 

This growing feeling that 
ail is not sweet-smelling on 
the county board could af- 
fect even those who voted 
against building the new 
county building under the 
^Building Commiss ion plan 
and "without an increase in 
taxes." 

This could include Deer- 
field Supervisor Frank 6. 
Peers, a veteran member of 
the board who has been a 
constant critic of the board'? 
"Power Establishment," the 
building commission, and the 
new courthouse. 

Avon, Supervisor Norm 
"'Geary, one of. the ecpnomy- 
■ minded supervisors, could 
also be caught in the voter 
backlash since he is involved 
in a tight'race with former 
Hound Lake Mayor Douglas 
MacGillis. 

It would be ironic if voter 
dissatisfaction with the 



veloping on west Lake Coun- 
ty highways?' 

Particularly during the 
summer rescue squads from

The -'recent message of the 
President to 'it lie Mouse of 
ReproRcnialivos on the sub- 
ject of Sidi't'liw Service has 
focused .renewed attention 
on the- pvobloms ami inequi- 
ties inherent In a system of 
compulsory military service. 
,' Inasmuch ' as the present 
Selective Service law expires 
on June HO. HW7,* ii will he 
incumbent on the Congress 
to lake action prior .(<> Mint 
time to extend 'the -existing 
law or to eiiacl a modified 
version of our Selective Ser-. 
vice system. No subject is 
more difficult or fraught with 
more individual soul-search- 
ing than that which Involves 
the drafting of young men 
into military service during 
lime of war. 

In the first instance, it 
should he recognized that, 
each year ; approximately 
1.000.000 young men reach 
draft age of 10. Only one- 
fifth of that number, or 
2OO.0OO Is necessary to meet 
pur ' military requirements. 
Accordingly, the vast ma- 
jority of such young men are' 
now 'and will 'continue to he 
deferred. Many of them will 
never he called for active 
military service. 

Under the plan proposed 
by the President, the eligible 
19 year olds would he se- 
lected by lottery. In other 
words, a national lot lory 
would be held periodically 
pursuant to which a numeri- 
cal schedule applying to all 
19 year olds would be estab- 
lished. Twenty year olds 
would not become vulnerable 
again until the complete 
list ot eligible 19 year olds 
had been exhausted — a rela- 
tively unlikely circumstance. 

The* subject of student de- 
ferment continues to raise a 
sorfn of controversy. Un- 
fortunately, the President's 
recommendation has left this 
subject almost completely in 
Umbo. While the President 
was silent on undergraduate 
deferments, he did recom- 
menl deferment of graduate 
students in '-the -fields- of 
medicine and dentistry. One 
may ask why. engineers and 
scientists as well as educat- 
ors — -activities essential lo 
successfully support our 
great nation — particularly in 
time of -war— were, omitted. 

Escape Troiii Selective Ser- 
vice through Army and Na- 
tional Guard duly will be 
sharply curtailed if the Presi- 
dent's recommendalinns^-are 
followed. Under his pnP 
posals most reserve enlist- 
ments will be limited to 
young men between the ages 
of 17 and 18'/a years. 

An interesting corollary to 
the Selective Service problem 
involves the use of Civilian 
personnel lo fill non-combat- 
tant jobs heretofore filled by 
the' military. It is proposed 
to hire 40,000 additional civil- 
ians for duties ranging from 
mess hall to barrack attend- 
ants to high salaried man-

This legal help is rendered 
because attorneys recognize 
that unless all men, whether 
rich or poor, can secure the 
service's of qualified and 
well-trained attorneys that 
the rule of "equal justice 
under iqw" will never truly

Free; legal assistance is 
available in civil as well as 
criminal cases. When a per- 
son has-been charged with a 
serious crime judges are re- 
quired to appoint a lawyer to 
defend him if the defendant 
docs not waive his rigid to 
counsel. ' • 

Recently, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has. provided funds 
for the creation of new legal 
service programs In places 
where none previously exist- 
ed, and for the increase in 
the amount of legal services 
rendered by already exist- 
ing legal aid offices. These 
funds have been made avail- 
able through the Legal Ser- 
vices Program of (he War on 
Poverty and has been one of 
the most successful "hat ties of 
that war: ; 

The Legal Services Pro- 
gram has received the ap- 
proval of the American, Illi- 
nois and several other bar 
associations.

form jobs equally as well or 
better than men. 

Perhaps the greatest bene- 
fit which has come from the 
multiple investigations and 
current active discussions of 
the draft is the greater inter- 
est and awareness. which has 
resulted. Two' things appear 
certain: First, universal ser- 
vice which would include a 
large non-military work corps 
is distasteful to' the American 
citizen and would nol have 
popular support; and, second, 
a purely voluntary system 
would appear to wo wholly 
inadequate particularly dur- 
ing a. time of armed conflict. 
It follows, therefore, that the 
broad principles of our So-, 
lectivc Service system estab- 
lished in peace-time almost 
30 years ago, will remain as 
the means by which our na- 
tion recruits the great ma- 
jority- of— our— military— per- 
sonnel. Finally, it is expect- 
ed that the Congress will 
tighten its control over the 
Select ive Service system and 
in the future will delegate a 
lesser amount or its authority 
to the-Presidcnl to exercise 
by executive order.

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County Drive 
To End Measles 

A count y-wjde" polio vac-i pitals and other public build- 



cination project conducted 
by the Lake County Medical 
Society In 1963 has virtually 
eliminated polio as an epi- 
demic threat in Lake County 
and similar results are antici- 
pated for the END MEASLES 
—Once and For All cam- 
paign now being conducted 
by the medical group. 

The seven to nine day va- 
riety of measles is generally 
considered a minor childhood 
inconvenience, but in Lake 
. County in the past six years, 
six children have died from 
the disease and others have 
suffered mental retardation, 
impairment of heaving and 
other complications. 

A new one-dose- measles 
vaccine with an excellent rec- 
ord of preventing measles 
lias been 'developed by Dr. 
Anton .1. F. Schwarz, Direc- 
tor of Research for Human 
Health Products of the Pit- 
man-Moore Co., a division of 
Dow Chemicals.. 
The Lake County" Medical 
. Society is making this vaccine 
• available to children between 
the ages of one and 12 years 
at a series of clinics to be 
held in selected schools 
throughout the county on 
END MEASLES DAY, Sun- 
day, April 9, from 11 a.m. 
to 3 p.m.* 

The vaccine, has been pro- 
vided through a grant from 
the Lake County Health and 
Education Foundation which 
was established to administer 
funds left over from the polio 
campaigns of 1963 and 1964, 
and from Federal funds un- 
der the .Vaccination. Assist- 
ance Program. 

There will be no charge 
for the vaccine or the innocu- 
latlons, but a voluntary con- 
tribution of 50 cents will be 
asked to help v clefray other 
costs of the clinics.
